more than the average number of replacements reported to arrive at 
other military posts in the spring of .950. The report indicates 
that the troops came fro: Jueterbog where yossibly a replacement 
distributing point for units of tae Third Gds Mecz Army is located,

Two reports on the departure of units of the 7th Gds - 
to the north are available, (ne stated that twelve trains carrying troops 
and tanks left Rosslau for Jaenickendorf, which is one of the detrain- 
ing stations for tie “lerder-Markendorf! troop training grounds, between 

17 and 24 April 1950. Bmeriienitienebiies § (ie other stated that a north~ 
bound train carrying tanks passed through Rittenberg. 

Tnis report is the first to state that units of the 7th Uds Tank Div
